and their support.’ You have given Mary- 
land to understand that but for me and the 
‘bossism’ you are pleased to attribute to 
me, you would bring back The Baltimore 
Sun to its old moorings and devote iz to 
the exposition of democratic principles 
and the confusion and overthrow of ré- 
publican rule in this state. 

Ready To Remove Himself. 

“You kave stated in effect—certainly with 
the intent of being so understood—that 
you still love the democratic party and 
still wish to see it predominant in Mary- 
land, and you thereby involve yourself in 
a pledge to cast off your republican affilia- 
tions, repudiate your republican alliances, 
and labor heart and soul for the success 
of the democratie party as it will remain 
after being purged of me. 

“If you be sincere in this, the solution 
of the difficulty is simple enough. If mv 
aspirations, my leadershir, my influence 
constitute the only obstacles to your re- 
turn to the people who made your news- 
peper and founded your fortunes and gav2 
reality to your position and your power, I 
stand ready to remove them.

Will Make Any Sacrifice. 

“I do not undertake to say how much you 
Crany other man may love the democratic 
Party, but I know how much I Jove it and 
I know that I have no personal ambitions 
I will rot sacrifice for its honor and wel- 
fare. I know, too. that I have no affilia- 
lions, no cngagements, no plans of ary 
kind that could by any possibility emba:- 
tass mie in making the proposed arrange- 
ment. 

“You may understand this as an overture 


Of surrender on my part—as an admission 


that the democratic organization cannot 
hope for further life without your aid and 
countenance. 

“I am prepared for’ that. I have keen 
misunderstood by you so long and so un- 
reasonably that a little more or iess will 
count for nothing. As a matter of fact I 
am satisfied that the people of Maryland 
have become disgusted with the two years 
of republican administration, which you 
did so much to make possible, and that 
they are in the humor to make an end of 
the experiment. It is not only what ras 
been done: it is also the extravagance and 
the corruption which they see awaiting 
them in the event of a perpetuation of re- 
Publican rule. They feel that every sub- 
Stantia! interest in the state is jeopardized 
and they are determined, with or without 
your aid, to restore to power the demo- 
cratic party, which has never hitherto be- 
trayed them, and in whose hands they will 
feel their honor and their interests to be 
Secure.

Recalls Another Disaster.

DID HIS CHARGE MURDER HIM? 


Hesser, Who Was Taking a Demented 
Sailor to Germany, Found Dead. 

Baltimore, Md., October 15.—A man, suD- 
posed to be Simon Heaser, of Savannah, 
Ga., either murdered or committed 
suicide by throwing himself from the win- 
dow of a lodging house at 214 North Cal- 
vert street tonight. 

The dead man was about forty-five years 
of age, and nothing is known concerning 
him, except that he came to the lodging 
house early this evening and secured a 
room. Nothing more was seen of him un- 
til his body was found in the rear yard. 
He was unconscious, and died within an 
hour. Upon his person were found a pair 
of handcuffs, a bottle of nitro-glycerine, a 
revolver and twWo tickets to Bremen on the 
North German Lloyd steamship line, made 
out for “Simon Hesser and an adult.”’ 

A ticket from Baltimore to Savannah 
dated today was also found in his pockets, 
and letters addressed to him at Scranton, 
Pa., and other points were among his ef- 
fects. 

Savannah, Ga., October 15.—Simon Hes- 
ser, who was found dead in Baltimore to- 
night, left Savannah Thursday by eteam- 
er for Baltimore. His mission was to take 
a demented German sailor named Franck, 
to Germany. The sailor became crazy on 
board a ship that came into port a few 
days ago and he came near killing the cap- 
tain. Hesser was commissioned by a char- 
itable institution here to accompany the 
demented sailor to his home. It ig thought 
a renewed outbreak ot 
insanity, killed Hesser.

When charg- 
ed with the crime Shaw protested his inno- 
cence and in answer to the qucs‘ion as 
to the ownership of the revolver, ssid it 
belonged to him. He’ was then tuld of the 
blood spots on the floor of his room, He 
grew pale and reeled against the side of 
his cell, talking incoherently. 

Prosecutor Jenkins rigidly cross examin- 
ed Shaw for three hours. When he left 
Shaw’s cell the prosecutor stated he felt 
sure he had the right man. The motive 
for the crime, he said, was doub‘less a 
desire on the part of Shaw to inherit the 
property belonging to his granimuther and 
mother in order to be married. His sz lary 
was small and he had made arrangements

ON THIS, HIS 50TH BIRTHDAY 


Famous Georgia Evangelist Sends Greetings to The 
Constitution and His Georgia Friends. 


Editor Constitution: The only apology I have to make for this article 
is the fact that you have requested me to speak through the columns of your 
paper a few brief remarks which will cover, more or less, the short period 
of fifty years from my birthday to my fiftieth anniversary. T[irst, I began 
life as a baby; afterwards, I was a boy, and then a young man, and now I 
am not only a paterfamilias but a patriarch. Ag I stand at the fiftieth mile 
post and look back over the journey I am astonished that I have made it 
I first saw the light in the old country town 
I visited the location of the old 
It was made 


even as successfully as I have. 
of Oak Bowery, Chambers county, Alabama. 


town a few days ago. There was scarcely a vestige of it left. 


dear to me because my mother and one of my sisters lie buried there in the 


old cemetery. Mother passed away when I was only a nine-year-old boy. 


My father married again after four years, and then moved my brothers; my 
sister and myself to Cartersville, Ga., his new home. I was raised to young 
manhocd in Cartersville, and I suppose was raised well, because | am sure 
Beauregard fired on Fort Sumter, and the cruel war 
My father 


I was raised often. 
between the states began when I was only fourteen years old. 
stood in the ranks among the first of the army of the southern confederacy. 
That war was not only a cruel war on life and property, but it wrecked 


the character of many a boy. Whatever it may have done in bloodshed 


and loss of fortune, I am sure it was fearful in its ravages upon the moral 
lives of the young men growing up in that period, if I was a fair example. 
At the close of the war I entered school at Cartersville. Mrs. W. H. Fel- 


ton was my preceptress. After two years of school life my health gave 


completely away. I was wrecked afd racked with nervous dyspepsia just at 
the time when I would have entered 


sophomore at college. Thus ended my 
school days. For five years I was 4@ 
skeleton physically and a hypochondri- 
ac metally. 

When just twenty-one years of age I 
was admitted to the bar to practice law 
in the courts of our state and just after 
that period I hied off to the blue-grass 
regions of Kentucky and married the 
girl of my choice, who has ever proven 
the woman of my choice. I have always 


known that I did much better when 1 
married than my wife did. 

Four years after my marriage to Miss 
Laura A. McElwain, of Henry county, 
Kentucky, right in the midst of a way- 
ward career, there was a sudden and 
mighty revolution in my life Like Saul 
of Tarsus, I was turned right about, and 
flow, for twenty-five years, I have been 
obedient to the heavenly call. I spent 
eight years of my life as a pastor upon different circuits in the north Georgia 
conference. Then I took the agency of the Orphans’ home, and fed and 
clothed and cared for the orphan cbildren during my evangelistic work for 
more than twelve years. I have been out of the pasotrate for seventeen 
years, and my life has been given almost wholly to evangelistic work, cov- 
ering almost every state in the union and most of the principal! cities and 
towns. I do not affirm with absolute correctness, but I estimate that I have 
seen five hundred thousand people turned from the error of their ways into 
a better life under my ministry. I have preached, perhaps, to more than a 
million of people a year for the past fifteen years. I have known as many 
as twenty-seven hundred people’ fo join the churches in a series of meet- 
ings, and frequently as many as a thousand. I have been but an humble 
instrument in the hands of God in this work. His has been the power: so 
to Him shall be the glory. Reckoning outside of the grace and power of 
God, I do not understand my own work. But God tells us that with Him 
all things are possible, and that he has chosen the weak things of this world 
to cohfound the wise, and that this treasure is in earthen vessels that the ex- 
cellency of the power may be of Ged and not of man. 

While my life has been one of continued toil, carrying me away from 
home perhaps eleven months in each year for more than twenty years, yet 
looking back over these years I can but say if I had a thousand lives I'd 
consecrate them all to this work, for the highest post of honor and the 
grandest work mortal man can do {s to be in a position where God will 
help him, and then do faithfully the work God would have him do. Pro- 
foundly convinced from the start till now that the grace of God had wrought 
a mighty change in my own heart and life, and with an ever-growing faith 
in the power of Christ to save all men, I have gone unflinchingly on with 
my work proclaiming what I believed to be the truth as it is in Jesus Christ. 
I have been criticised much—sometimes justly, but always criticised. It is 
part of the penalty awarded to success, and as I have frequently said, the 
train that raises no dust, makes no noise and kills no stock must have run 
very slow or been side-tracked along the way. 

Amid it all I have borne nothing but the kindly spirit toward all man- 
kind. I have never stickled for creeds, nor been an expounder of dogma, 
I have simply championed that which I knew wag right and denounced that 
I Xnew was wrong. In this work God has given me a thousand friends for 
every enemy that I have found and a freedom of liberty which few men 
have enjoyed. In all these years I have gone where I pleased, staid as long 
as I pleased, said what I pleased while there, and left when I pleased. Some- 
times they have threatened to drum me out of town, but I have always 
answered back saying, “Boys, I’ve got the drums. I won't lend them to you. 
I am going to drum you out before this thing is over.” 

I am profoundly grateful to Ged that at this. the fiftieth anniversary 
of my life, I can lay my hand on my heart and turn my eyes into the faces 
of the millions of people who live today and say that I do not cher- 
ish an unkind feeling toward any man alive. Looking over these fifty years 
I can see the mistakes of my life have been many. I can see where, ina 
thousand ways, I might have improved lost opportunities and shunned break- 
ers upon which I well-nigh foundered. But with the fifty years behind me 
and whatever God may allot to mein the days and years to come in this 
world, I have no disposition to go back and pull the same hills and fight 
over the battles again. I have no dispesition to ask for an armistice; I 
have no desire to compromise. I shall never change my methods or alter 
my plans until better methods and truer plans shall be given me of God. 
The myriads of approving faces apd warm hand-shakes and kindly God- 
bless-yous which I have received ail along the way make up the sweetest 
memories that I earry with me today; and standing today in this, the ju- 
bilee anniversary of my life, I wish for humanity all peace and happiness 
here and a crown of everlasting life hereafter. 

That I shall be honored by nobie guests who gather from twenty states, 
perhaps, on. this anniversary occasion makes me grateful indeed. I do not 
deserve this. I have not honored my guests, but they have honored me; 
and to the thousand friends who dc not participate personally in this occa- 
sion I send greetings of kind expressions and words of cheer. My faith in 
God and my faith in humanity grows cs the years go by. I believe in Goa 
with all my heart, and never had more faith in humanity than I have today.

The. road is cut in two by quarantine 
regulations and a local passenger train is 
run down the line each morning, returning 
in the -vening. There is no way to turn the 
engine and it backs up coming north. 

While approaching Milhouse this after- 
noon the train was running twenty miles 
an hour .on straight track, the tender of 
the engine in fronf. Without a moment's 
warning, and by some unexplainable cause, 
the trucks of the tender jumped the track, 
causing the whole train to go down a 
twelve-foot embankment. The engine turn- 
ed completely over and the baggage caf 
and coach, constituting the train, fell on 
top of it. 

Fireman Jerry Godley was caught under 
the engine and his body badly cooked by 
the escaping steam and had to be dug from 
beneath the wreck. He was still living 
when rescued, but died ten -minutes later. 
Engineer Ollie Nunn was also caught be- 
neath the wreck and fatally scalded. He 
managed in some way to extricate himself 
and crawled from under the debris. The 
terrified passengers climbed from the cars 
in time to see the poor fellow drag himself 
twenty feet away and call: “‘For God’s sake 
bring me a drink of water, I am burning 
up. 

Conductor J. E. Bradstreet, who was in 
the coach, was injured about the legs. The 
baggage master saved himself from flying, 
trunks by swinging to the roof of the car.. 
He was slightly injured. The remainder of 
the crew and the passengers escaped with 
bruises. 

The train porter was hurried to a tele- 
graph station and an hour later Superin- 
tendent Clark and surgeons were hurrying 
to the scene on a special train. The body 
of the dead fireman and the wounded, with 
the engineer, who could not be moved, were 
brought to this city tonight. 

The engineer died between 7 and 8 o’clock. 
His home was in Mobile and his wife and 
children are in the quarantine camp at 
Creola. They will not be permitted to at- 
tend the funeral. @ 

Fireman Godley is a native of Ireland and 
is unmarried. The remains have been turn- 
od over to the railroad branch of the Young 
Men’s Christian Association and will be 
interred here tomorrow. 

The entire train is clear of the track and 
travel will not be interrupted.

CORNISH’S REPORT CONFIRMED. 


Was Sfecial Master in the Morgue. 
Union Pacific Case. 

New York. October 15.—The report of W. 
D. Cornish, who was appointed special 
master io take testimony in the suit of J.

It is further ordered that the Union Pa- 
cific Railway Company within five days 
after the entry of this decree pay for the 
benefit of the holders of collateral notes 
the sum of $3,188,600, with interest from the 
first day of August, 1897.

Colonel W. A. Neal, superintendent of the 
State penitentiary, has seen fit to reply to 
certain charges made against him in the 
last campaign by ex-Governor John Gary 
Evans. 

This evening he wrote a card for publica- 
tion tomorrow. His sup- 
ported by many affidavits submitted. In 


statements are 


the curd he says: 

“On the 26th day of August last ex-Goy- 
ernor Join Gary Evans, in his campaign 
speech at Kingstree, made use of the fol- 
lowing language: 

‘Last year, while I was governor, I had 
to send Neal to the Keely institute because 
he became incapable of attending lo his 
business. Instead of being superintendent 
of the penitentliary, he sheuld be dressed 
in stripes and put to work as a convict, 

“He also said at Chester and elsewhere 
in South Carolina last summer during the 
campaign, on the street corners, on rail- 
way trains and in hotel lobbies, that he 
sent Bill Neal to the Keely institute for 
drunkenness and telegraphed T. J. Cun- 
ningham to come to Columbia and put him 


in charge of the penitentiary for one 


month. 

“I very much dislike to make public my 
private home affairs, but many of my 
friends insist that I should do so in justice 
and family. I* have delayed 
making public this statement that the 
smoke of: the political battle may clear 
away With the hope of a calm, cool, de- 
liberate consideration of what 1 may say. 
I deny that Mr. Evans sent me to the 
Keely institute, or that he knew anything 
about my entering or necessity for going 
until the evening before. I sent for him 
and told him of my purpose. As the gov- 
ernor of the state, I felt it my duty to in- 
form him. I did take treatment at, the 
Keely institute for the morphine habit, 
contracted in 1891, at the earnest solicita- 
tion of my wife and physicians, Drs. Duck- 
ett, Orr and Pope. I did not take treat- 
ment for the whisky habit and am glad to 
say that I have never used whisky to ex- 
cess in my life and have never been drunk 
since I arrived at the age of maturity. I 
fought the morphine habit for more than 
four years with all the manhood and will 
pewer possible to command, but at last 
was forced to take scientific treatment to 
save myself from utter ruin and destruc- 
tion. I was thoroughly cured in thirty days 
aud have no desire for the drug, nor are 
there bad effects left and am now a sound 
man mentally and physically. The gover- 
nor states publicly that I should be wearing 
convict stripes. I could make the same 
statement as to his excellency and doubt- 
less get many hundred men in South Caro- 
lina to agree with me, but that’ would be 
to slander him without proof. 

“I defy his excellency to place his finger 
upon one act of mine, either public or 
private, that would warrant the use of the 
ville, slanderous remarks. He was governor 
of che state for two years, I am sorry to 
suy, While I was superintendent of the 
state penitentiary, and as governor he was 
ex-officio chairman, under the law, of the 
board of directors of the penitentiary and 
if he knew anything that was wrong con- 
nected with my public duties he should 
have said so then, and I demand that he 
specify now or be branded as a slanderous 
liar by the good people of the state.

Water Tight Compartments. 
I’rom Cassier’s Magazine. 

The divisicn of a hull of a vessel into 
compartments is of a more distant period 
than is generally supposed. 

As early as the beginning of the nine- 
teenth century the Chinese divided the 
holds of their trading vessely, intended for 
distant waters, into-a number of smaller 
holds or spaces. These compartments were 
separated by partitions made of three-inch 
planks, and caulked with gum that was 
mixed with lime and threads of bamboo— 
a composition that readily hardened when 
brought inte contact with water. ‘The 
number of compartments depended upon 
the number of owners in the vessel. 

At just what time thig division of the 
hull was first adopted does not appear to 
have been recorded. it may have been 
very Old at the period named. The com- 
partments were made for commercial econ- 
omy, rather than for the safety of the 
vessel. 

Use of the bulkheads for safety purposes 
was probably first made in the western 
rivers of the United States. 

As early as 1820, not ten years after the 
introduction of steam navigation on the 
‘ Mississippi and Ohio rivers by Robert. Ful- 
ton, the hull of the steamboat Columbus, 
running between New Orleans and Ship- 
pingport, Ky., was torn open by a snag, but 
the vessel was ‘“‘saved from sinking by hav- 
ing snag room, which compartment 
alone was filled with water.’’ 

The Caledonia, running on the Mississip- 
pi river in 1824, also had a snag room. 

Prior to the year 1849, of 736 vessels lost 
from all causes on the western American 
rivers, 419 were lost from snags and other 
obstructions in the river. No doubt the 
danger in navigating these rivers is what 
brought the snag room or chamber into 
use,

Another personage equally well known in 
Atlanta and the south is starring in this 
aggregation, but as he scintillates through 
the box office he doesn’t get his name in 
big letters on the bills. He is Jake Rosen- 
thal, who is the manager of the production 
and to whom a very great deal of the credit 
for its success ig undoubtedly due.

To 
all these others I commend “A Stranger in 
New York,’’ with Harry Conor, Sadie Mar- 
tinot, those clever Angeles giris, Harry 
Gilfoil ang all its other funmakers. It’s 
hot. 


At the Casino they are whipping “The 
Belle of New York” into shape. There was 
too much of it at first, but the weeding out 
process is improving it. Dan Daly is as 
usual the best thing in the show. George 
Lederer has made the usual elaborate pro- 
duction and selected his girls with an eye 
equal to Ed Rice’s; but the book 1s not as 
good as “The Lady Slavey’’ and some of 
the others for which McLellan was re- 
sponsible.

Parrie 
has written the play and it is more than 
an adaptation of his story, for he has put 
in much new matter. Still the story is not 
lost, and it is given a new charm by its 
clever interpretation by that cleverest of 
girls, Maude Adams.

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STANDARD FOLK 
TALK IN BARNEST 


Indications Point to Two Telephone 
Exchanges in Atlanta. 


WORK TO BEGIN RIGHT AWAY 


President Baer Says 1,000 ’Phones 
Will Be Completed in 90 Days. 


THE BELL PEOPLE ARE TIRED OF PROMISES 


Do Not Believe Their Competitors In- 
tend To Operate Here—What Both 
Sides Have to Say. 


If the new Standard Telephone Company 
means what it says, there will be two full 
fledged telephone exchanges in operation in 
the very near future. The Standard com- 
pany, inspired by their victory in securing 
a new franchise, have wired their con- 
structors in Philadelphia to come to Ale 
lanta and begin work at once. 

A reply was received yesterday stating 
the men and the material would be on the 
scene in the next few days. President Simon 
Baer, of the Standard, says work will begin 
much sooner than thirty days, the limit 
prescribed by council. In fact, he says the 
streets will be dug up in the next few 
days. Instead of having 2,000 ’phones finish- 
ed and in working order in a year,, he pro- 
poses to have 1,000 in “hello” condition 
in less than ninety days. 

The Bell people take the situation very 
philosophicaily. They are resting on their 
oars awailing developments. Mr. Gentry 
Says the agitation hurts his business and 
does not seem to believe the Standard 
people mean business. He claims they have 
been making promises for the last eighteen 
months and nothing has materialized yet. 
The Bell people do not seem to be in the 
least frigiftened at the showing of tneir 
competitors. 

“We are going to work in the next few 
days,”” said President Baer yesterday af- 
ternoon. We are very grateful to the coun- 
cil for renewing its franchise, and we will 
not need the time they have allowed us. 
We have wired our constructors, and they 
will be in here tn a very short while. 

“The Bell people don't believe we mean 
business? Well, let them wait a few days 
and see. We are going to put in one of 
the best exchanges in the whole country. 
Our instrument is the latest invention, @ 
great improvement over the one in use 
now. Besiées, we have more than 4,000 sub- 
scribers, more than the Bell people have 
ever had. We expect to save the people of 
Atlanta about $75,000 per annum in their 
‘phones. 

“We did not come here to run anybody 
out. We came on purely business methods. 
We have as much right to establish a sys- 
tem here as the Bell company and can re- 
duce the price if we Wish. It is purely le- 
gitimate. We have had a good deal of trou- 
ble with constructors since we came, but 
now the coast is clear and we will go to 
work in earnest.’’ 

The Other Side of the Fence. 

In the absence of Superintendent Easter- 
in, of the Bell company, yesterday after- 
noon Assistant Superintendent Gentry 
talked very freely concerning the present 
condition. 

“All we want,” said he, “is justice. We 
have over 100 employees in Atianta th 
a pay roll of over $40,000 per annum. This 
continued agitation of a competition and 
lower rates hurts our business. In view 
of this fact we as taxpayers do not think 
council should allow us to be harrassed in 
any such manner. 

“We have no showing row that the 
Standard people intend to erect an ex- 
change here. They have been giving such 
promises for eighteen months at every ap- 
pearance before council. This show of tele- 
grams and assurances of work in a few 
days has always been the cry and has 
meant nothing. We think we deserve some 
protection. 

‘‘Moreover, I do not think Atlanta could 
support two exchanges successfully. 
Wherever it has been tried elsewhere it 
has failed, one company almost invariably 
having gone to the wall. We have been in 
Atlanta for a good number of years. We 
give the very best service the country will 
afford at reasonable prices. We have laid 
underground condults, have erected a new 
building, even have our wires running all 
over the state. We think we give more 
for the money than any other concern in 
the city. 

“As for the instrument we use, the Bell 
people with their standing could not afford 
to have anything but ihe very best. Besides 
how do we know what instrument the 
Standard people are going to use? Eighteen 
months ago they said they were going to 
adopt the Harris telephone. Some months 
later on anctner appearance before council 
they had adopted the Phoenix. Now they 
have the Standara. There ts no telling 
what they will have next. We do business 
on a square basis, end all we want is our 
rights.”’ 

When asked if the Bell company would 
meet the reduction tn prices inaugurated by 
the Standard, Mr. Gentry was silent.

- Jury Found a Verdict of Guilty Against 


Thomas K. Peeples. 


STEADY MARCH OF CONVICTION 


The State Has Its Cases Admirably 
in Hand.

Qne Defendant Who Pleaded Guilty 
Was Acquitted, as He Entered 
the Plea in Fright.

Dalton, Ga, October 15.—(Special.)— 
‘Thomas K. Peeples was convicted today of 
receiving stolen goods. 

This was the fifth day of the car piracy 
‘rials. Peeples is the biggest game the 
prosecution has brought down. His convic- 
tion has created terror among the accused, 
who have not ‘yet been brought to trial. 
There was some doubt about getting twelve 
men with the courage to find him guilty. 
He has the reputation of a fighter. 

One of the most prominent men here 
gaid, while the trial was in progress, that 
blood would flow from this week’s devel- 
opments.

The Jurors Are Alert. 

At all events, Whitfleld’s jurors are find- 
ing verdicts ‘‘without fear, favor or affec- 
tion.” They are standing solidly for law 
and order, and as they find the law and 
facts so do they make their verdicts, 
whether the accused is prominent or un- 
The prosecution has been admir- 
ably managed. Step by step the state ad- 
vaneed, scoring point after point. At first 
it was skirmishing, the fight getting a 
little better at each successive stage. With 
the Peeples’s trial came a real engagement, 
in which the strength of both sides was 
fairly tested. The state does not look 
for a more desperate fight. Peeples was 
charged with buying a carpet from Walter 
Bohannon. The latter said that he gold 
it to Peeples and received the money for it. 
‘The defense attempted to impeach Bo- 
hannon, but the jury believed him, and 
the citizens generally believed. Peeples 
was deserted by his two sons at the critl- 
cal hour, and he had to rely for his de- 
fense wholly upon his own statement and 
the evidence of a negro employee. The de- 
fendant said that his son Drew, a member 
of the city council, had bought a carpet 
for him a year ago last summer in Chat- 
tanooga. The father did not produce any 
receipt or memorandum of any kind to 
show where they got the carpet that ruin- 
ed him.

A Day of Argument. 
“The entire day, from 8 o'clock in the 
morning until nearly 4 o'clock this after- 
noon, was consumed in argument by Colo- 
nel Watt Harris, for the defense, and by 
Judge R. T. Dorsey, of Atlanta, for the 
state. Both men made capital speeches, 
When Colonel 
Harris, formerly the solicitor of this cir- 
cult, closed, many thought he had cleared 
his man, but when they had heard Judge 
Dorsey, they predicted conviction. The 
defense had the jurors polled, but every 
one answered that it was his verdict. 
Judge Fite did not pass sentence. There 
may be another case against Peeples. It 
is whispered that he may be tried tomor- 
row for receiving stolen tobacco from Bo- 
hannon. The penalty in the case tried to- 
day may be either a fine or imprisonment 
in the chaingang or penitentiary. The 
recommendation leaves it to the judge t» 
say whether it shall be punished as a mis- 
demeanor or as a felony. Captain Peeples 
has been agent of the Western and Atlan- 
tic railroad here for five years.

Anderson Giddings, a small merchant of

Colonel Harris drew another picture of 
the central figure. The evidence shows that 
he was a street waif; an infant thief; a 
young burglar; a gambler; a jail bird: a 
fugitive from justice. He is worse than a 
patricide, for day after day he trod upon 
his father’s heart, turning his hairs white 
and sending him to an unhappy grave. 
This ts the little tin god around whom tne 
Prosecution Kneels and worships. 

Bohannon ts but a skulking thief, and yet 
there were men who swore that they would 
belleve him on oath. Let us attribute tnis 
to their ignorance—that they did not know 
the man, 

Bohannon was the demigod of his asso- 
ae in crime as he is of some other péo- 
ple. 

The attorney speculated on the induce- 
ments which had been held out to Bo- 
hannon to plead guilty to crimes for which 
the penalty could reach fifty-five years in 
the penitentiary, once called by Dr. Felton 
“an epitomized hell.’’ Colonel Harris sug- 
Sested that “the great detective whose 
hidden hand moved the marionettes’ had 
hypnotized Bohannon or influenced him 
in some way to implicate innocent men. 

The only testimony against the defendant 
was the unsupported statement of the chief 
thief, who said that he stole the carpet 
and sold it to Captain Peeples. 

He denies the charge. Now what of his 
character. Thirty-seven witnesses testified 
that his character for honor and integri- 
ty was good. ‘‘An honest man like Tom 
Peeples never stepped at one stride from 
the peak of integrity to bartering with a 
thief.’’ 

The defendant says they want to get 
him out. Somebody wants to get his lucra- 
tive job. His character was not assailed by 
the state. 

These self-convicted thieves hope for ex- 
ecutive clemency some day. They are tak- 
ing the near cut home. 

“In you twelve men I feel assured we will 
find the rock of ages cleft for this man. 
Here is greater danger than ever confront- 
ed him at Manassas or Getysburg.”’ 

Colonel Harris began to tell of the visit 
he made yesterday morning to the Peeples 
home and what he saw there. Judge [ite 
Suggested that the attorney should confine 
himself to the evidence and not go outside. 
Colonel Harris reviewed the testimony 
about the new carpet in the Peeples nouse 
—Sixty-eight yards it had been testified. 
“The defendant says that his son bought 
seventy-two yards. Tom Brown testified 
that he measured the two rooms contain- 
ing the new carpet and he figured that 
there were sixty-eight’ yards down on the 
floor. Mrs. Peeples brought out a remnant 
of about four yards of new carpet. That 
accounts for the seventy-two yards which 
he says his son Drew bought for him in 
Chattanooga.”’ 

The eloquent counsel took a few passing 
shots at Jim Harris and the state’s fail- 
ure to put him on the stand. The defense 
was disappointed because the state did not 
put Harris on in this case, and sought to 
impress the jury that this was significant. 
Jim Harris not hbaving been put on the 
stand, Colone! Harris touched him up any 
way. Jim stood in a doorway a few feet 
from the atorney. Jim has been roasted so 
much in these trials that he is callous, and 
he listened to see if there was anything new 
that could be said about him.” 


Judge Dorsey Concludes. 
Judge Dorsey went direct at the weak 


points in the defense. 

The state has showed that the carpet was 
stolen and that it was bought by the de- 
fendant and paid for by him. 

“If Captain Peeples got that carpet from 
Chattanooga, why is there not some receipt 
or check or memorandum in evidence.’’ The 
defendant said that the roll was brought 
down deadhead in a baggage car and there- 
fore no record in the railroad o:fice. Then 
why did they not bring the baggage mas- 
ter here? His fellow railroad men must be 
his friends. They would certainly be glad 
to testify in his favor if they could, He 
said that the roll was thrown into the de- 
pot. Gentlemen, you know where the trains 
stop at the station here. The baggage car 
stands two or three car lengths below the 
depot. Why did they not bring the men 
here who carried that carpet up to the 
depot? 

“The answer is clear. The carpet did not 
come to Dalton that way. We have shown 
you how he got it. 

‘Colonel Harris spoke for an hour on 
the absence of Jim Harris from the wit- 
néss stand. If we had put him up, I ex- 
pect Colonel Harris would have spoken an 
hour longer. 

“Jim Harris did not go to young ‘Tom 
Peeples’s barn on the night of the robbery. 
He left the band just after they loaded the 
stolen articles into Anthony Cook’s wagon. 
There was nothing to be proven by putting 
him on the stand. He did not know of his 
own personal knowledge anything about 
what became of the carpet. Jim Harris 
was here. He stood at that door during the 
examination. If the defense wanted him, 
why did not the learned counsel call him. 

‘“‘We were challenged yesterday to name 
a man who had lived fifty-eight years 
without any crime being imputed to him 
and then suddenly falling. I meet that 
challenge. From four counties right around 
you I can cite you instances.”’ 

Judge Dorsey mentioned Bridges, of 
Floyd: Huckabee, of Gordon; Judge Rom- 
sey, for twenty years ordinary of Mur- 
ray, and Professor Seymore, of Catoosa. 
These instances all appeared to be familiar 
to the jury. 

Judge Dorsey declared that the defense 
had completely failed in attempting to 
impeach Bohannon. 

“You noticed that fifteen or twenty of 
the witnesses for the defendant who swore 
that they would not believe Bohannon un- 
der oath were from ‘Murray eounty and 
most of them had never heard of him until 
they came here to court. The men of Dal- 
ton, who have known Walter Bohannon all 
his life. knew him to be a thief, but they 
say that he would tell the truth.” 

Taking up the testimony in regard to the 
carpet in the defendant’s home, Judge Dor- 
sey called the attention of the jurors to a 
reference made by Colonel Harris in his 
argument. ‘‘Colonel Harris spoke for thirty 
minutes telling how Mrs. Peeples, the de- 
fendant’s wife, had produced a remnant 
containing four yards. Gentlemen, you 
know that there was not a word of evi- 
dence about Mrs. Peeples.’’ Judge Dorsey 
read the report of T. J. Brown’s testimony. 
This is the witness who had measured the 
rooms and he had testified that Miss Pee- 
ples, a daughter, had brought him the rem- 
nant. Why was not the daughter brought 
here to testify for her father? Surely she 
would have known something about the 
purchase of the carpet if it had been 
bought honestly. 

The defendant told you that his son Drew 
bought the carpet in Chattanooga. Drew 
could not stay here. He ran away, but why 
did he not run by Chattanooga, go to the 
merchant and say: *‘Take your books, hur- 
ry down to Dalton and save my father. I 
had to get away. But you can explain it. 
For God's sake go down there und save 
him.”’ 

Replying to the statement that the 
Southern railway was persecuting innocent 
men. Judge Dorsey said: “Colonel Harris 
insulted your intelligence when he argued 
that. You know better than that. I am here 
to see that the thieves who robbed us and 
the parties who bought the goods from the 
thieves are convicted. It matters not wheth- 
er the parties are high or low.” 

The jurors were reminded of their duty 
and responsibility. 

The question is whether the law is to be 
upheld or trodden in the mire. 

The Judge’s Charge. 

Judge Fite proceeded to charge the jury. 
The lawyers for the defense had asked for 
a written charge. Judge Fite had his 
charge reduced to writing. It was lengthy, 
carefully prepared, comprehensive and 
clever. The court gave the familiar law 
about doubts and proofs. 

Three verdicts were possible, he stated. 


The jury could find the defendant gu§ty, or 
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tion to mercy, or could find him not gullty. 

The question of impeachment was one 
for the jury to determine. The issue is not 
between a corporation and an individual, 
but between the state and the accused. 

At the request of counsel for both sides 
the judge charged that failure to produce 
material witnesses may be taken as mean- 
ing that such witnesses would be dam- 
aging. 

The state contended that the defendant 
should have introduced Drew Peeples to 
corroborate his statement as to how, when 
and from whom the carpeting was bought 
and who bought it. For the same reason 
the state contends that the party from 
whom the carpeting is alleged to have 
been bought by Drew Peeples and the 
baggagemaster who, it is alleged, brought 
the carpeting on the train to the depot, 
should be produced. And the state for the 
Same reason further contends that the 
daughter of the defendant, who lives with 
him and who knows when, how and by 
whom the carpeting was carried to the 
defendant's house, if it was carried there 
at all, should be produced by him. 

On the other hand the defendant con- 
tends that Jim Harris, one of the alleged 
thieves who helped Bohannon to steal the 
carpeting alleged to have been bought by 
the defendant from Bohannon, is a ma- 
terial witness for the state and should 
have been introduced by the state and that 
the failure and refusal to introduce him 
is a circumstance against the state and 
should be weighed and considered by you in 
determining what is the truth of this case. 

The jury went out at 3:30 o'clock. 

The jury was out one hour and a half 
and agreed on a verdict of guilty with a 
recommendation to mercy. 


PARDON FOR GYP SOUTH. 


Governor Grants a Conditional Pardon 
to the Youth. 

Gyp South, the fifteen-year-old Atlanta 
criminal, now serving a sentence of five 
years in the penitentiary for stealing mules, 
has been granted a pardon by Governor 
Atkinson, who stipulates, however, that 
Gyp must remain in a reformatory for a 
certain number of years and that if he re- 
turns to Georgia before that term expires 
he will be liable ¢o arrest. 

Almost from infancy Gyp was a con- 
stant visitor at Judge Andy’s court, and 
finally committed a state offense and re- 
ceived his sentence when he was thirteen 
years old, having now worked two years of 
it. There are many who believe that this 
early tendency to crime goes to show that 
the boy requires other treatment than can 
be accorded him tin the penitentiary and 
for some time an effort has been quietly 
progressing to place Gyp in the Tennessee 
reformatory. 

M. FP. South, the father of Gyp, has been 
very anxious all along to obtain admission 
into the Tennessee state reformatory for 
him, the state of Georgia having no insti- 
tution of this character. He believed that 
his son was not irretrievably degenerate 
and that a proper training by competent 
authorities would result in the desirable re- 
form. 

Mr. Jack Hastings put Mr. South’s offer 
in legal form and presented it to Governor 
Atkinson. The governor stated that he did 
not want to pardon the boy to have him 
return to commit other crimes, but that 
he was as desirous as the father of placing 
him in some institution of reform, He want- 
ed to be sure first that the reformatory 
plan was a genuine one. 

Becoming convinced of this, he was not 
positive that the granting of a pardon 
would come within the scope of his duties 
in such a case and referred the question 
to Attorney General Terrell. 

Colonel Tefrell returned an opinion, which 
is in substance that a conditional pardon 
can be issued. This the governor will do, 
providing for the boy's liberation with the 
proviso that he immediately be transferred 
to some reformatory and there held for a 
certain time. If he appears in Georgia pre- 
vious to the expiration of that time he will 
be arrested and his case once more brought 
before the chief executive.

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Railroad Workers Have Formed an 
International Federation. 


THEY WILL STAND TOGETHER 


Firemen, Conductors, Trainmen and 
Telegraphers in the Combine. 


THE ENGINEERS WILL BECOME A PARTY 


Executive Committee Will Have Full 
Control of the Organization on 
All Questiéns.

Peoria, Ill., October 15.—(Special.)—The 
International Federation of the standard 
railroad organizations has been accom- 
plished. After many years of failure to 
harmonize, the several orders have reached 
an agreement which amalgamates and uni- 
files them, and creates the greatest and 
strongest body of organized railroad labor 
men ever formed. 

This task has just been performed by the 
conference of the grand officers and repre- 
sentatives of the several orders which have 
been in session in Peoria all this week. 
The conference was composed of commit- 
tees representing the following organiza- 
tions: 

Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen, Or- 
der of Railway Conduetors, Brotherhood of 
Railroad Trainmen and Order of Railroad 
Telegraphers. 


The Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers , 
was not represented because of the fact. 


that that organization has not held a con- 
vention at which federation could be ap- 
proved since the movement was given a 
new impetus a few months ago, The engin- 
eers will act on the question at their con- 
vention in St. Louis next May, and will 
at that time become a party to the federa- 
tion. 

The articles of federation just adopted 
have not been made public, and will not 
be, until announced in The Railroad -Te- 
legrapher, the official organ of the Order 
of Railway Telegrapherg in its issue of to- 
morrow, but I am able to state that the 
principal points of the federation agree- 
ment are as follows, the same to become 
effective about January Ist: 

The Federation of American Railway 
Employees, composed of the organizations 
named, is an alliance for the mutual ad- 
vancement and protection of the interests 
of the railway «mployees of America. No 
organization participating in this federation 
shall be or become.a part of any other fed- 
eration, organization or alllance of rall- 
way employees while holding membership 
in this one. 

The influences of this federation may be 
used through its executive committee in 
favor of or in opposition to national legis- 


lation which involves the tinterests of the | 


membership. Each organization shall han- 
dle its own grievances and those of its 
members under its own laws up to such 
time as it has exhausied its efforts and is 
ready to enter wpon a strike. The federa- 
tion board will then be called together, 
consisting of the chief executive officers 


of the organizations and two representa- 


tives for each order of the men employed 
The board 
will decide if the complaints of the ag- 


erieved organization is a just one, and if 
they approve it the board will wait upon 


the management of the road and endeavor 
to settle the trouble. 

If the effort fails the general board will 
then determine the question of declaring 


a strike, and all the organizations will act 


in unison in this particular, each calling 
out its members on the road interested. No 


member of the federation shall engage in 
a strike of railway employees which is not 
sanctioned by the federation. 


The grand officers in attendance at the 


conference left tonight for Buffalo, N. Y., 
to attend a union meeting at that place.

Monteith was too 
busy to notice her and she advanced to- 
ward Chief Veal’s desk. 

“Take a seat,’’ said Veal, without looking 
up. ‘‘Be through in a minute.”’ 

The minute expired. The chief gazed on 
the visitor and turned white. 

“Jerusalem!” exclaimed he, “this woman 
is broken out frum head to foot with the 
smalipox.’’ (Monteith suddenly forgot his 
typewriter and jumped through fhe near- 
est window. There was a pyrotechnic dis- 
play of inspectors in every direction. The 
office was cleared in a jiffy, no one remain- 
ing but the chief and the woman. 

‘the patient had been sick for some time. 
The board of health had heard of her, had 
made assiduous efforts to locate her, but 
all to no avail. Having been notified she 
was the individual they required, she wad- 
dled up to the office to surrender. 

In less than ten minutes she was hustling 
toward the pesthouse in the ambulance, 
Her home is in McDaniel row out. Pryor 
street. She has been attended by Dr. Brant- 
ly, it is said, who pronounced the case 
chicken pox, and gave her a certificate to 
that effect. Chief Veal says the ailment 
is undoubtedly smallpox 


Still Another Visitor. 


The board of health seemed to be popular 
with smallpox patients yesterday. An- 
other colored woman walked into the office 
in the afternoon about 5 o’clock wanting 
to know What was the matter with her. 
lt did not take long to find out. She was 
also broken out from head vo foot with the 
deadly disease. The county normal school, 
composed of school marms and masters, had 
just adjourned in the council chamber ad- 
joining the health office. When they found 
a case of smailpox was mear there wus a 
wild scramble for the elevator, the scram- 
bliers having lost their dignity with re- 
markable punctuality. 

The board of health does not regard the 
smallpox situation as being serious. There 
are in all twelve cases at the pesthouse., 
The disease is confined entirely to the negro 
quarters, having taken root in the slums 
along Decatur street. All the cases have 
been found since last Saturday. Three were 


found yesterday. 

The board of health held a spectal meet- 
ing at the city hall yesterday morning. 
They decided to employ eight physicians to 
vaccinate the whole colored quarters. The 
physicians will start early this morning, 
each accompanied by an officer, and the 
vaccination will be compulsory. Every 
house will be visited and no one will es- 
cape. It is hoped the disease will be wiped 
out in this way. 

How the Disease Started. 

The sma!!] pox seems to have started on 
lower Decatur street. Last Saturday morn- 
ing two little colored bootblacks were taken 
from that thoroughfare and sent to the 
pesthouse. At 10 o’clock Saturday night an- 
other case was found on Marietta street. 
Two inmates at the pesthouse are Kept in 
chains for fear they will eseape. 

Nearly all the cases so far have been 
found on Marietta, Decatur and the alleys 
adjacent to EdgeWood avenue. 

An epidemic is not feared, as rigorous 
methods will be taken to wipe out the dis- 
€ase. 

The board of health decided to send all 
stockade prisoners to the pesthouse for 
ten days after the expiration of their sen- 
tences.

Yesterday afternoon a negro woman who 
gave her name as Margaret Henderson, ap- 
proached Bicycle Officer Chandler and in a 
Voice husky with excitement exclaimed: 

“TIT have a smallpox case to report and 
hit’s a dog.”’

“Hit’s a deg,”’ was the startling repeti- 
tion, “and hit’s got de smallpox, sure as you 
born ter tote a club.” 

The woman said that the sick dog was 
at No. 96 West Hunter street, and was the 
property of the negro woman who came 
from Alabama and brought the first small- 
pox case to Atlanta.

In fine, here is an episode taking place 
almost hefore our very eyes as dramatic 
and as thrilling, as daring and as suc- 
cessful as any similar event recorded in 
the pages of history. For these reasons 
all the metropolitan newspapers should 
make the most of it. It is something 
more than newspaper enterprise. It 
is an act of heroism, and petty rivalry 
should hide its head in contemplating it. 
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The Brazilian Republic. 

In spite of the revolutionary fires 
which have recently broken out in Bra- 
zil with sueh destructive and unfortu- 
nate results, there can be no doubt of 
the fact that this opulent South Ameri- 
can country is destined ere long to fig- 
ure with commanding prominence in the 
diplomatic and commercial affairs of 
the globe. 

Americans living in this portion of 
the hemisphere are, as a rule, too deep- 
ly absorbed in their own domestic con- 
cerns to give much thought to what is 
going on in Sonth American countries. 
Of late years some efforts have been 
made to bring about more intimate trade 
relations between the two extreme por- 
tions of the hemisphere, but these ef- 
forts have been restricted almost en- 
tirely to commercial circles; and, conse- 
quently, little or nothing has been ac- 
complished through fheir agency toward 
removing the wide-spread ignorance 
which prevails in this country concern- 
ing the republics to the south of us. 

Most of our readers will be surprised, 
therefore, to know that, in the catalogue 
of republics, Brazil ranks second to the 
United States alone. In a recent article 
published in the monthly bulletin issued 
by the bureau of American republics. 
Senor Salvado de Mendonca, the Brazil- 
ian minister at Wasfington, gives a 
number of interesting figures bearing 
upen the resources of Brazil. To cite 
a few of these figures the writer states, 
in the first place, that Brazil contains 
2,209,878 square miles, or nearly 240,000 
square miles more than the United States 
contained prior to the annexation of 
Alaska. As compared with European 
countries, the area of Brazil at the pres- 
ent time is 229,910 square miles greater 
than the combined areas of the six great 
Furopean powers, viz, Russia, Germany, 
Austria-Hungary, Great Britain, France 
and Italy. 

In addition to this vast extent of ter- 
ritory the minister goes on to say that 
Brazi!t has more than 4,000 miles of coast 
line, and is watered throughout its in- 
tericr by a fluvial system aggregating 


50,000 miles) in extent. Most of the

streams comprised in this enormous sys- 
tem are plowed by river boats, and there 
is hardly a portion of the country which 
is not accessible to commerce by means 
of these boats. As for the resources ot 
Brazil, the minister states that almost 
every kind of tree, shrub and plant 
known to either the torrid or temperate 
zones, is indigenous to the soil of the 
South American republic and grows in 
rich profusion. Already it is claimed 
that seven-tenths of the world’s coffee 
and more than four-fifths of its rubber 
is produced in Brazil. In the mountain- 
ous portions of the country mineral de 
posits abound in large quantities; show- 
ing, altogether, that the country is in 
possession of almost unlimited resources. 

These considerations make it evident 
that Brazil is one of the coming powers 
of the globe. Though still hampered to 
some extent by the blighting effects of 
Spanish tyranny, the growth of the 
South American republic in recent years 
has been remarkable; but this is only 
a mere inkling of what its growth will 
be when the traditional embarrassmenis 
of the country shall have been complete- 
ly overcome.

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Justice Field’s Retirement. 

Justice Stephen J. Field has at length 
confirmed the rumors witich have been 
afloat for several months past concern- 
ing his contemplated retirement from 
the United States supreme court. 

Had it not been for a strong desire on 
the part of the aged jurist to eclipse all 
former records on the bench, his resigna- 
tion would have been tendered long ago, 
This ambition has steadily possessed him 
in spite of the growing infirmities of old 
age, and the natural craving for rest 
which comes with the evening of life. 
Never once has he thought of retiring 
from the bench without gaining the ob- 
ject of his desire; but now that Chief 
Justice Marshall’s tenure of service has 
been eclipsed, the aged jurist feels that 
he can lay aside the ermine which he 
has worn for more than thirty-four years 
and enter upon the needed rest which 
his labors have richly earned, 

Justice Field received his commission 
from President Lincoln in 1863. ‘Though 
he has frequently shifted his party af- 
filiations since that time, he feels him- 
self in honor bound to restore his com- 
mission to the same party from which 
he received it. This is another con- 
sideration which has constrained him in 
scme measure to wait for the return of 
the republican party to power before 
tendering his resignation. As yet Jus- 
tice Field has only announced to his col- 
leagues on the bench what his inten- 
tions are; he will not formally submit 
his resignation until congress assem- 
bles in December. 

For the place which Justice Field’s 
retirement from the bench will make 
vacant, Attorney General McKenna is 
said to be slated. It is understood that 
when Judge McKenna resigned his seat 
on the federal bench in California to 
McKinley's cabinet 
there was some agreement to the effect 
that he would be elevated to Justice 
Field’s place on the bench as soon as the 
latter should tender his resignation. 

With the appointment of Attorney 
General McKenna to the supreme bench 
there will arise at the same time the 
necessity for appointing scme one else 
to the place made vacant in the cabinet. 
Before that emergency arises, however, 
it is likely that President McKinley will 
be called upon to fill another vacancy, 
viz, the one which the contemplated re- 
tirement of Secretary Sherman threat- 
ens to create. These are matters. how- 
ever, for the future to develop, and what 
turn affairs may take, cannot at this 
time be foreshadowed.

GOLD AND SILVER. 


From The Cincinnati Enquirer. 

If it is the right of any person having a 
claim on ihe treasury of the United States 
to be paid in gold coin, then it is the right 
of the treasury to be paid ‘in gold by. all per- 
sons on whom it has claims. 


If gold alone is money at the treasury It 
ought alone to be money at the custom 
house. 


If it is repudiation to redeem greenbacks 
at the treasury in silver it is repudiation 
at the banks to pay checks in silver cer- 
tificates. 


If the silver dollar ts a fifty-cent dollar, 
then the workingmen of the United States 
are being cheated by their employers out of 
half of the wages that were agreed on. 


The law of the United States makes stan- 
dard silver dollars a legal tender for un- 
limited amounts in payment of all debts, 
public and private. A greenback is a public 
debt, and therefore payable bv law in sil- 
ver. The same is true of United States 
bonds and interest coupons. 

There is now $140,000,000 of gold in the 
United States treasury, which John G. Car- 
lisle, by order of Grover Cleveland, and in 
gross violation of law, bought at an av- 
erage premium of 12 per cent. It ought not 
to be surrendered to foreign bankers for 
export. When they want coin for redemp- 
tion give them silver. This will enable Mr. 
Gage to avoid the impeachable violations 
of law of which his predecessor was 
guilty. 

Redemption in gold in preference to sil- 
ver is dishonest whenever it costs a penny 
extra 

The assertion that any man Is entitled to 
gold instead of silver at the treasury, for 
any purpoSe whatever is a falsehood, and 
when uttered by those who administer the 
laws and are therefore bound to read them, 
it is a willful falsehood. 

As a conclusion from the foregoing, it 
follows that the United States is a double 
standard country tw the extent of the $439,- 
000,000 of silver dollars in existence, and 
the silver builion now in the treasury rep- 
resented by $160,000,000 of coin notes issued 
for its purchase and the remaining silver 
bullion being its seignorage on the same. 
This, too, notwithstanding the fact that as 
to all treasury vuperations it was made a 
gold standard country by executive usur- 
pation.

“Attorney General Terrell, of Georgia, 
who is at the Metropolitan, is a leading 
candidate for the governorship on the 
democratic side, and it goes without saying 
that the next governor of Georgia will be 
named by that party. An opponent for 
the honor, who is often seen in Washing- 
is Hon, Fleming duBignon, of Sa- 
vannah, who started into the race against 
the late Speaker Crisp for the United 
States senate, the former being the repre- 
sentative of the gold wing of the democ- 
racy. Naturally, Mr. Terrell -loes not care 
to talk of the.coming race, in which le 
will be a factor, but he has no hesitancy 
in saying that the Georgia democrats stand 
squarely on the last national platiorm, 
and that as matters now stand the senti- 
ment of the vast bulk of tne party favors 
the renomination of Mr. iryan.

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THE CITY AND ITS LIGHTS. 


Mr. Hugh T. Inman Says the City 
Should Do Its Own Lighting. 

Mr. H. T. Inman, well Known as one of 
Atlanta’s most prominent business men, 
and who was last year chairman of the 
finance committee in the city council, is 
in favor of the city owning and operating 
its Own lizhting plant. 

Mr. Inman was asked yesterday what he 
thought of the proposition to issue $200,000 
in city bonds for toe purpose of extending 
the waterworks system. He answeréd 
promptly that he thought very well of it, 
eas he believed everybody ought to have 
an oprcrtunity to receive the beneffs of 
the c‘ty water, especially as the income 
from the sale of water wovld probably 
more thah pay the interest on bonds to be 
issued. 

*But,’’ he said, “in this connection, while 
the bends are being voted on, it seems to 
me it would be a good plan to issue $300,000 
more, making a total of $500,000, and with 
this $300,006 additional, buijid an electric 
light plant for the city. When we consider 
Wwe are now paying the sum of $806,000 to 
light our streets, you will see that is inter- 
est on $2,000,000 of 4 per cent bords. Why 
not the city build her own plant by add- 
ing t%® the steam power at the first pump- 
ing statior at the reservoir where there is 
already every facility, and a chief engineer 
employed. It would take very little addi- 
tion in the way of expense, outside of more 
coal. I believe that with $300,000, and using 
this pumping station as a starting point, 
the city could build an electrical plant 
sufficient to do for years to come, and as 
it is now expecting tu take niore territory 
in the city limits, this will all have to be 
lighted and the expense of lighting the 
city, at the present contract, will probably 
run up to $100,000 annually. 

“If,” continued Mr. Inman, “we estimate 
the interest on this $300,000 of bonds at 
$12,000, and then estimate the expense of 
say $20,000 for maintaining the plant, the 
city could be lighted for something like 
$30,000 or $35,000, where she is now paying 
$80,000 with a probability of more each year. 
This difference, if placed tn the sinking 
fund, would, in a few years, wipe out the 
issue of'bonds and we would own the elec- 
tric plant without cost. 

“It will be understood that there have 
been great improvements in electricity in 
the last few years, and the cost of build- 
ing and maintaining a plant is probably 
not more than half what it would have 
been ten years ago. We have quite an 
Object lesson between the city owning her 
own property and being furnished by a 
private corporation in the recent story from 
Chattanooga about the cost of water, 
which is supplied by a private corporation. 
By great efforts, they have been able to 
have their prices revised, and obtained 
what they consider a large reduction, and 
yet they are still paying twice as much for 
water as is Atlanta, although Chattanooga 
is situated right at the river bank, while 
Atlanta is pumping her water seven miles, 
with a relay station. 

“While Mr. Hemphill was mayor of the 
city, he made a recommendation in his 
message, that the council] should take this 
matter up and build its own electric light- 
ing plant, but no action was ever taken. 

“IT hope that the city council should take 
this matter up and build its own electric 
lighting plant, but no action was ever 
taken. 

“I hope that the city council will give 
this matter its consideration and let the 
city vote on both improvements at the same 
time. The matter should at least be lef 
to the people of the city, and as a plain 
business proposition it seems to me thaé¢ 
the argument in favor of making both im- 
provements at the same time is so strong 
that the city council will be impressed wit 
it. It is no answer to say that the city 
dot- 
lars, when by so doing it can make a splen- 
did business investment from which tke 
interest on the debt will not onty take care 
of itself, but which at the same time will 
enable the city to lay aside every year @ 
sinking fund from increased receipts os 
water, and saving on lights, as the result 
of the expenditure, which in due coursg¢ 
of time will pay the whole amount, giving

But the Seaboard Air-Line has made a 
big swipe at rates and has filed with the 
commerce commission 
almost as low as the cut made 
last year when the Simonton injunction 
came on. There is an all-around cut of 
33 1-3 per cent in passenger rates between 
Atlanta and Norfolk. This will, of course, 
affect the rate between Atlanta and New 
York.

As to the reason n ig 
made, a circular has been issued by the 
Seaboard, which was received here yester- 
day. It is as follows: 

“To All Concerned—During the past three 
or four years the Seaboard Air-Line has 
made many and frequent efforts to secure 
for itself and the public the same through 
sleeping car service enjoyed by its compe- 
titors (to say nothing of their solid train 
service), between New York and Atlanta, 
Ga., and New York and New Orieans, La.,, 
but request for cuch equal facilities be- 
tween .hose poluts has, in every instance, 
been met with a deciination by connections, 
who have give as a cause for such refusal, 
first one reason, and then another, a ma- 
jority of which has been to an extent un- 
satisfactory. One of the representatives 
to whom our application was addressed 
may be assumed to have given an honest 
reason for his deciination, when he stated, 
as he did, as follows: 

‘“*l have frequently told you, both over 
my signature and in personal conference, 
that 1 did not think it policy for this line 
to disturb the relations which now exist 
between its line and the Southern railway, 
by hauling a car for yuur line,’ etc. 

‘In another communication, we pleaded 
with this same official a second time, en- 
deavoring to show the injustice of the 
position occupied by his company, and in 
reply he states that he— 

**fs not in a position to recommend the 
operation of any through cars that will 
d-sturb the relationship now existing be- 
tween his line and the Souther> railway.’ 

“Other letters containing extracts of sim- 
liar purport are on file, indicating the 
helplessness of our cOnnections to accord 
the Seaboard Altir-Line and its patrons that 
consideration to which its importance as a 
through line would justly entitle it; and, 
with a desire to present to yourself and the 
public the position we are forced to occupy, 
by reason thereof, we present the following 
by way of comparison: .

No War, Says the Southern. 

Officials of the Southern here declare that 
there will be no rate war. Their atu- 
tude toward the other road jus: row is 
one of passive contempt, °nd they make 
the announcement that in the cir: tar and 
rates the Seaboard Air-Line has admitted 
that it is not able to compote wi'a first- 
class lines. 

“They make the confession,” sald Cen- 
eral Passenger Agent Hardwick yesterday 
afternoon, “that it is a second-class LIne. 
There is no necessity to argue the question 
as they do. The situation is amsing to 
everybody who understands the question 
of rates. As to what is said about the dif- 
ferential and the justifica‘ion of ti.e [ro- 
cess by calling attention to eastern and 
northern lines which have announced dif- 
ferential rates. the situation stands tnat the 
Seaboard is the only road which las an- 
nounced differentials betwee stat.ons on 
its own line. Practically it amounts to 
cutting on their own business. It's amus- 
ing to think that a diiferential 13 miede 
on a line as short as the Seaboord. 

“No, the Southern will niake no reduc- 
tion. It cannot afford io piace itself on 
a level with such cheap notoriety as the 
Seaboard wishes to obtain. We will main- 
tain standing rates between New York and 
Atlanta. The service given inv the South- 
ern is equal and in some respects ahead of 
that on any other road in ;he cvuntry, and 
we will hold to present prices.”

Their Normal Class Adjourned Its Session 
Yesterday Afternoon. 


‘FALL TERM BEGINS MONDAY 


Wew System of Graded Schools Will 
Be Conducted This Year. 


RULES ARE ISSUSD TO THE TEACHERS 


‘The Normal Class Yesterday Unani- 


mously Adopted Several Resolu- 
tions of Thanks. 


The county teachers’ normal class, after 
one of the most interesting and instructive 
sessions in the history of the class, ad- 
yesterday § afternoon. Monday 
morning the county schools will begin the 
fall term under the new system of graded 
public schools similar to those in the city. 
One of the purposes of the session of the 
normal class just at this time was to give 
the teachers the instructions necessary be- 
cause of the change in the system. 

At the session yesterday just before ad- 
journment the teachers unanimously adopt- 
ed a resolution, thanking Mayor Collier for 
the courtesy extended by him in the use of 
the chamber of commerce for the sessions 
of the class. Other resolutions of thanks 
were adopted. The resolutions passed are 
as follows: 

“Resolved, by the teachers of Fulton 
county, in annual institute assembled, That 
we tender our thanks to Hon. Charles A. 
Collier, mayor of the city of Atlanta, for 
the use of the council chamber in which 
to hold the daily sessfons of the institute; 
to the Central School Supply Company, for 
the use of biackboards and appliances; to 
Hon. G. R. Glenn, state school commis- 
sioner, and Captain S. D. Bradwell, presi- 
dent of the State Normal school, for splen- 
did and helpful addresses delivered before 
this body; io the Atlanta city ovard of edu- 
cation for courtesies extended to the mem- 


bers of the institute in affording opportun- | 
ities for visiting the grammar schools of : 


the city and witnessing the excellent work 
done in these schools. 

“We desire to express to Dr. A, A. Mar- 
shall, our institute conductor, our hearty 
appreciation of the splendid manner in 
which he has performed the task assigned 
him. His urbane and pleasing address, his 
profound scholarship and the thoreughly 

racticable manner in which he has 
rought to our attention normal methods 
of teachings, based upon sound psycholo- 
gical facts, impress us with the importance 
of the services rendered this body by Dr. 
Marshall and will leave with us pleasant 
memories of our connection with this dis- 
tinguished gentleman. 

“We extend to Major R. J. Guinn, our 
efficient county superintendent, our sincere 
thanks for the uniform courtesy shown 
us as teachers during the whole period of 
our connection with him in educational 
matters. The citizens of Fulton county are 
to be congratulated upon securing at the 
head of the educational interests of the 
county the services of an official who is 
both faithful and capable. 

“We were delighted with the addresses 
of ex-Governor Northen an@ Mr. W. P. 
Patillo, members of the county board of 
education, and we extend to all the mem- 
bers of the board the essurance of our full- 
est confidence in their wisdom and integ- 
rity and of our purpose to co-onerate fully 
with them, so far as we are able. in brtng- 
ing about the reforms which thev are en- 
deavoring to make fn the public school 
system of Fulton county. 

“We heartily indorse the rules and cur- 
riculum laid down by the boatd of educa- 
tion for the regulations of the common 
school system of the county.”’ 

This report was signed by the spectal 
committee which was appointed to draft 
suitable resolutions. The resolutions were 


‘these 


then read and unanimously adopted by the 
teachers. 

Rules for the New System. 

The change in the system of the county 
schools has made it necessary for a com- 
plete change in the rules and regulations 
and yesterday these rules were read before 
the teachers, after having been adopted by 
the board of education of the county. The 
rules, in full, are published below: 

‘ji. The school year will consist of six 
months of twenty days each. 

“2. There will be two terms of three 
months each: the first beginning October 
18, 1897, and ending January 28, 1898; the 
second beginning January 31, 1898, and end- 
ing April ZZ, 189%. A vacation from Decem- 
ber 10, 1898, to January 3, 1898, for Christ- 
mas holidays. 

"3. Two sessions will be taught each day, 
opening not later than 8:30 o’clock and 
ciosing in the afternoon not later than 3:30 
o'clock. 

“4. Intermissions must be allowed as fol- 
lows: Fifteen minutes in the morning ses- 
sion; one hour at noon from 12 to 1 for 
lunch, and fifteen minutes in the after- 
noon, Teachers must remain at school 
house during al! intermissions. 

‘“S A teachers’ institute or normal class 
will be held on the first Saturday in each 
month during the public school term, in 
the office of the county school commission- 
er. <All teachers are required to attend 
regularly and promptly. The institute for 
the white teachers will be held in the fore- 
noon, beginning at 10 a. m. All teachers 
are required to perform such service 
institutes as shall be requested of 
them by the commission. 

‘6. Reports from each school will be re- 
quired as follows (a) A weekly card re- 
port showing aggregate attendance each 
day and the average for the week; (b) A 
monthly report containing a transcript of 
the school] register 

‘7. During the public school term all 
teachers will be required to have their res- 
ane in the communities they are serv- 
ng. 

“8. A daily programme of class work 
must be furnished to-the commissioner by 
the teacher during the first two weeks of 
the term, 

“9. The management and discipline of 
schools will be left entirely to the teacher 
in charge, subject to the rules adopted by 
the county board of education 

“10. Teachers must be at the school house 
at least fifteen minutes before the regular 
hour for opening and they must remain 
until the pupils have left the premises. 

“All pupils must be entered during the 
first two weeks of each term, unless suffi- 
cient cause shall be shown for such fail- 
ure. 

‘12. When a pupil has been entered in 
one school he cannot be transferred to an- 
other except by permission of the com- 
missioner. 

‘13. A pupil who is absent from school 
two consecutive days or as many as five 
days without sufficient excuse in any one 
month é6hall lose his place in the school. 

“14. In all cases of absence pupils must 
bring a written excuse from the parent, or 
parent must render an oral excuse to the 
teacher. 

‘15. Teachers shall promptly notify pa- 
rents of the textbooks, scratch pads, 
slates and pencils, etc., which are used by 
the pupils, and unless they are procured 
within one week from stich notice the pu- 
pil shall lose his place in school. 

“16. In extreme cases where for the sake 
of proper discipline expagjiion “ 
necessary, the teacher may*suspend a pu- 
p!l and refer such case with a statement 
of facts and recommendations 
the commissioner and if the circumstances 
warrant an order of expulsion an order of 
expulsion shall be issued by him. 

‘17. The following holidays will be ob- 
served: Thanksgiving and Arbor Day. On 
these days the morning session’ shall be 
devoted to appropriate exercises and the 
afternoon shall be a holiday. UWnon Wash- 
ington’s and Lee’s birthdays the regular 
programme shall be carried out. In the 
afternoon of each of these days one hour 
shall be given to appropriate exercises—the 
remainder shall be a holiday. 

“18. All schools must have public exer- 
cises at the close of each annual session. 

‘19. At the end of each term all pupils 
must undergo written examinations pre- 
pared’ by the commission. Tpon these. to- 
gether with the class standing. shall de- 
pend the promotion of the pupil. 

“20. Certificates of erauation shal) be is- 
sued to all pup‘ls completing satisfactori- 
ly the full course of study. 

“21. No teacher will be permitted to de 
vo‘e any port!dn of the time set aside for 
common school work to giving instruction 
in any branches not specially named in 
the cougse of study.”

BOARD WILL NOT 
DECLINE ITS AID 


—— 


Charitable Institutions May Still Depend 
on the County. } 


SO SAY THE COMMISSIONERS 


Judge Rosser Raised the Point from 
the Absence of the Law. 


WANTS AUTHORITY FOR HIS ACTS 


Question May Come Up for Discussion 
at a Special Session of the Board 
in a Few Days. 


on — 


Notwithstanding the interesting discus- 
sion of the question, the board of county 
commissioners will hardly cease making 
the regular monthly payments to the chari- 
table institutions of the city, which have 
heretofore received financial aid from the 


board. 

The discussion of the question arose last 
Wednesday . when Commissioner E. B. 
Rosser made the report that he did not 
believe the county had authority for making 
these payments, and he declined at first to 
sign the papers passing up the accounts. 
Those who are interested in the institutions 
which are affected by the discussion are 
endeavoring to have a bill passed giving 
the county this authority, if there is now no 
law for the payments being made. 

“T do not wish it to be understood,” said 
Commissioner Rosser yesterday, “that l am 
not in sympathy with these institutions. 
On the other hand, there is none who would 
more cheerfully make the payments than I, 
if the board has the authority. I have 
raised the point because I have been in- 
formed that the board has no authority to 
make the payments, and I do not care to 
be placed in the embarrassing position of 
being criticised in the management of the 
funds of the county. If there is any law 
authorizing the payments of these amounts, 
I have not seen it, and I want to have a law 
for every act that I commit as a public 
Official. 

“At present the board is paying $4 per 
month to the support and mdintenance of 
the Home for the Friendless, the Florence 
Crittenton home and the Carrie Steele 
orphanage. Any other charitable institution 
has the right to ask for aid, and secure it 
if we pay these others I have named. This 
is just the situation as it appears to me, 
and I want to have some law back of the 
payments if I have to approve the checks 
as chairman of the finance committee of 
the board of county commissioners.” 

Commissioner Brown’s Position. 

Commissioner Walter R. Brown says he 
will not vote to have the payments stopped. 
He is a finm believer in the good work 
that is being done by the charitable insti- 
tutions, and he says the county has a right 
to make the payments, and that he will 
vote that they be continued as long as he 
is a member of the board of commissioners. 

Chairman Forrest Adair has very decided 
ideas about the payment of these monthly 
sums to the support of the three institu- 
tions now receiving the county’s checks. 

“When I became a member of the board 
I found the checks were being paid by the 
county,” said Mr. Forrest Adair yesterday. 
“When I leave the board I hope the same 
condition will prevail. The Home for the 
Friendless is an institution where orphans 
are supported and kept from a life of idle- 
ness and crime; the Crittenton heme is a 
place where young girls are saved from sin 
and disgrace; the Carrie Steele home is 
where negro orphans and waifs are cared 
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and a right for the county to aid them in 
their great work.”’ 

What Commissioner Spalding Says. 

Commissioner Spalding was seen yester- 
day and he stated that he did not know 
the question had been agitated. 

“The sums have been paid by the board 
heretofore, and I have never heard the 
action of the board questioned,’’ said he. 
“I have never investigated the law, and 
consequently know nothing about the ques- 
tion,’’ 

Commissioner Palmer could not be seen 
yesterday, and consequently his views ere 
not known.

Several meetings have been held by the 
board of deacons relative to the matter, 
but they invariably found that the money 
could not be raised. The Fourth Presby-

They are getting out of debt at present. 
however, and it is announced that it is 
only a matter of several months when they 
will be in a position to make some needed 
improvements on their church. 

It seems that on Wednesday afternoon 
one of the deputy marshals of the city 
went to the church and secured the keys 
from the sexton, with which he locked the 
door. He then pasted the notice on the 
door announcing that the meetings must 
be discontinued in the future until the fi. fa. 
held by the city be paid. 

It was near the hour of 7:30 o’clock in 
the evening when the first of the arrivals 
for the prayer meeting came to the church. 
It was a deacon and he was thunderstruck

The troops are all anxious 
to go, and if the appropriation is made by 
the legislautre it is probable that the larg- 
est body of troops from this state ever 
before in this city will be seen. 

The monument {fs at present being made 
at the Stone Mountain works. It is of 
marble and was obtained at the quarries 
in Elbert county. It is a solid shaft some

teen eighty feet high when erected. On 
it will be inscribed the names of all of the 
Georgia troops companies which took 
part in the struggle at Chickamauga during 
the civil war. The monument has attracted 
a good deal of attention, and it is probable 
that its erection will be considered a na- 


tional event.

The American Women 

Have the Advantage 
American woman--she who 
represents progressive type—does not 
feel that there has yet been accorded her 
al! the r‘ghts and privileges she deserves, a 
review of the status of Womankine in 
other countries proves that the American 
Woman of ill othe rs, is blessed with l.£ ts, 
PMivilbewes aud fraedom. 

Indeed, afier reading 
counts of the relative position of 
€ign woman, and that of rer American 
sister, one is led to believe that the latter 
may sit quietly and wait iill those of her 
€ex in the old country have caught up with 
her in the matter of rights and orivileces, 
in social, educational and evea political 
lires. 

Though the idea of servitude is more 
generally asscciated with the German and 
Kussian woman than those of any 
race, study of the real of affairs 
proves that in Franve women have mide 
progress in the higher wuspirations 
clamored for by the sex than in any other 
country. Yet they have apparently been 
£ranted more privileges, especially in the 
educational line than any other women 
Since university education has been a 
privilege accorded women many years be- 
fore it Was even scught for in other coun- 
tries. That women have been a dominant 
power in the great affairs of state has been 
@ fact closely associated with the history 
of France, at.d yet in the most famous in- 
Stances it has been accomplished by means 
Scarcely legitimate, and women have 
Seemed to be satisfied with tae pawer they 
might wield through ‘their charms and not 
by their rights or privileges. ‘They have 
failed to accept the latter and f would 
Seem therefore that it is purely the fault 
of the French woman that she has not 
arisen to a higher ascendency and demand- 
ed that she be regarded as something more 
than the charmer, the amusement of men— 
their favored companions in hours of ieis- 
ure. 

In an article in Harper’s recently, written 
by Henry Loom‘s Nelson, he refers to the 
late holocaust of the charity fair in Paris 
and the fact that the men present entirely 
regardless of the women, left them to per- 
ish and escaped themselves. 

“It may be thought an extravagant as- 
sertion,’’ he says, ‘‘that it is logical for a 
Frenchman to consider his life of greater 
Value than the life of a woman; but this 
Bilitude is nevertheless the something 
which is bred by ages in a race—bred so 
constantly and is so unquestioned that it 
becomes to that race an almost eternal and 
inimitable principle, even essence; becomes 
not only the thought, but the inevitable 
Sentiment of the race; becomes so much 
part of the mind that a doubt of it is the 
exGtator of that dumfounding astonish- 
ment which has always greeted question- 
Ings of the soundness of what men call 
their “eterfal verities.’ ”’

AND BOUND OVER 


He Is Charged with Furnishing Whisky 
on Election Day. 


BOUGHT THE LIQUOR 


HE 


Eut His Memory Was Treacherous at 
a Critical Moment. 
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HAD BEEN USED TO TRAP A BRUSGIST 


S. W. Shoup Sent to the State Courts 
for Trial—A Peculiar and Inter- 
esting Case in Police Court. 


—~—-——— 


The recorder had a very interesting case 
before him yesterday afternoon which re- 
eulted in his binding over a young man 
for furnishing whisky on election day. 

The circumstances surrounding the case 
makes it one peculiarly interestifg. 

A week ago yesterday when the city pri- 
mary was held the city detectives iaid a 
trap to catch a drug store in the city 
which they believed was selling whisky il- 
legality. Accordingly they gave a Mr. 
Charles Foote a dollar and to!d him to see 
if he could not get some one to buy whis- 
ky with it from the suspected drug store, 

Mr. Foote, so he states, gave the dollar 
to S. Wayne Shoup on the day of the 
primary and asked him to get some Iquor 
With it. 

Shoup, according to Foote’s testimony, 
went off and was seen to go in the drug 
store for which the trap was se‘. He re- 
turned with a bottle of whisky and a bot- 
tle of beer. 

The detectives, as was stated by them 
before the recorder, had an interview with 
Shoup and he admitted having purchased 
the whisky from the drug store under sus- 
picion. The proprietor of the store was 
arrested and a case made against him for 
selling whisky without a license from the 
mayor and general council. 

When the aga.nst 
Sroprictor was about (to come to trial 
Shoup told the detectives that he had no 
recollection of having bought the whisky 
and could not testify against the druggist. 
This changed the complexion of matters. 
The officers held a conference with the re- 
corder.and it was decided to make a case 
against Shoup. He was tried in the police 
court ‘rhursday afternoon under tne charge 
of “retailing spirituous and malt liquors 
in the city on election day without a li- 
cense from the mayor and general coun- 
cil of the city of Atiania.’’ The charge 
was amended by striking out the words ‘on 
election day.’ After hearing all the evi- 
the recorder decided to reserve his 
decision uniil yesterday afternoon, when 
he mude the following announcement: 

“T have deckied to dismiss the city case 
against the defendant, as the evidence has 
not shown that he sold whisky w.thout a 
license; but the testimony. has clearly 
shown that Shoup is guilty of a state of- 
fense in that he turnished whisky on elec- 
ifun day. tit is, therefore, my duty to 
vind him over, and 1 do so under a $100 
bond,’’ ; 

Shoup’s attorney argued 
went off and purchased the 
another party, and, therefore, was mot 
person who really furnished the whisky. 

“That's exactly what I think,” replied 
the recorder, “‘buy he comes into court and 
declines to say from whom he got it, and 
1 am, therefore, left to infer tnat he had 
it himself aiready. Anyway, he furnished 
the whisky ard he must answer to the 
city eourt for the offense.” 

A friend of Shoup’s went to the sberiff’s 
Office to arrange the bond, being told that 
Shoup wou'd te kept .n the courtroom un- 
til the bond was signed. : 

When the friend returned he found that 
Shoup had been ridden to the county jail 
in the patrol wagon. To say that the 
friend Was angry 1s expressing it far more 
mildly than the circumstances warrant. He 
was wrathy and rushed over tu the jail 
vowing vengeance on somebody. 

Shoup was released from jail. He says 
that he was drinking on election day and 
if he went to any drug store for whisky 
for anybody he has no recollection of it. 

Shoup is a barber and works in the shop 
at No. 21 North Broad street. 

Mr. R. G. Black, employer of Mr. Shoup, 
had this to say about the case:

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LAKEWOOD FOLK 
WIN THEIR RENT 


Controversy Between City and Company 
Ended at Last. 


FINANCE COMMITTEE DECIDES 


To Remit the $200 Rent on Account 
of Police Protection. 


THE FIRST REPORT IS FLATLY ADVERSED 


Company Must Now Give New Bond 
and Insure the Building—Hear- 
ing Yesterday Afternoon. 


The long drawn out fight between the 
city and the Lakewood Park Company 
has taken a new turn. 

The finance committee of the council, to 
which the matter was referred several 
weeks ago, met in special session yester- 
day afternoon at the city hall for tne con- 
sideration of this question. ‘Their decision 
Was in one sense a victory for the Lake- 
wood people. 

The amusement folks have requested 
from the first that the $200 which they con- 
tracted to pay per annum for rent be re- 
mitted, considering the company had to 
furnish its own police protection. 

Mayor Collier brought the matter before 
the council, and the papers went to the 
committee on public grounds and buildings 
The decision was to make the Lakewood 
company pay the rent, but did not require 
both the insurance, amounting to $4,000 on 
the buildings in favor of the city, and a 
new bond, leaving it to the discretion of 
the company which they should give. 


The Lakewood people appealed from. this 


report by a petition before the council 
asking that the $200 be remitted. The mat- 
ter was this time referred to the finance 
and this body comes to the 
by. exactly reversing the report of 
the committee on public grgunds and build- 
ings.

He 
told how much the company had already 
spent in improvements on the grounds— 
much more than the original contract call- 
ed for, and thought that in view of the 
fact police pretection was furnished Pled- 
mont park free, his request that the rent 
be not demanded might be granted.
